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On December 10, 1990, the Premier of Ontario, 
Bob Rae, announced that the government would 
implement “new measures to ensure greater 
fairness in appointments to government agencies, 
boards and commissions.” 


Some components of the government’s 
commitment include the creation of a secretariat 
that will manage the appointments process, the 
establishment of an all-party committee of the 
Legislature that will review appointments, and the 
publication of a guide that will make information 
on Ontario’s agencies, boards and commissions 
available to the public. 


An important part of this government’s mandate is 
ensuring that appointments to its agencies, boards 
and commissions reflect the diversity of Ontario’s 
population and represent its various regions. ‘The 
Public Appointments Secretariat will accept 
applications from all members of the public who 
have an interest in serving on Ontario’s agencies, 
boards and commissions. 


This guide, entitled Agencies, Boards and 
Commissions—Government of Ontario is the first of 
its kind and provides information that, in the past, 
was not readily accessible. It will be published 
annually in both English and French. Access to 
information in the guide will be provided to 
visually impaired and blind persons on audiotape.

This guide is part of an Ontario government 
initiative to open the appointment process for the 
province’s many agencies, boards and commissions 
to the members of the public. Everyone is 
encouraged to apply for public service. The 
province’s agencies must be representative of the 
people and reflect a cross-section of their opinions. 


Specifically, this guide describes how the 
government's agencies are formed, what they do 
and how their members are appointed. 
Membership tables list members’ names, their 
appointment dates, the compensation they receive 
and where they reside. The information contained 
here represents the most current data available on 
appointments to Ontario’s agencies, boards and 
commissions. While every attempt has been made 
to ensure accuracy, some information was 
unavailable at press time, some is currently 
undergoing review (for example, the Premier’s 
Council on Health, Well-Being and Social Justice 
and the Premier’s Council on the Economy and 
Quality of Life are presently being reassessed) and 
some information may have changed by the time 
this guide is published. 


WHAT IS AN AGENCY? 


There are approximately 510 provincial 
government agencies operating in Ontario. They 
vary in size from large operating agencies like 
Ontario Hydro to small advisory committees like 
the Ontario Agricultural Museum Advisory Board. 


A variety of terms is used to describe different 
kinds of agencies — boards, commissions, 
councils, authorities, foundations — but, for the 
purposes of this introduction, all will be referred to 
as agencies. 


Agencies are created by the Legislature of Ontario 
to act for either the Legislature directly or a 
ministry of the Crown. There are three types of 
agencies — those that give advice; those which 
operate a business or a program; and those which 
make decisions of a regulatory or administrative 
nature. 


For the purposes of this guide, the definition of an 
agency also includes any of the bodies established 
by the government on an interim basis to perform 
arbitration, regulation or similar functions. It also 
includes the many agencies excluded from the 
financial and administrative requirements of the 
provincial government, but to which the 
government makes at least one representative 
appointment. 


CLASSIFICATION OF AGENCIES 


For administrative and financial purposes, the 
Ontario government, through the Management 
Board of Cabinet, classifies agencies by their 
function and by a schedule. An alphabetical index 
of all Ontario’s agencies, listing their function and 
the schedule by which they are classified, is 
located at the end of this guide. 


FUNCTIONS 

Advisory Agencies (A) 

The prime function of an advisory agency is to 
provide information to the government that will 
assist in the development of policy or the ongoing 
delivery of programs. Some examples of advisory 
agencies are the Ontario Advisory Council for 
Disabled Persons, the Ontario Advisory Council 
on Senior Citizens and the Ontario Advisory 
Council on Multiculturalism and Citizenship. 


Operational Agencies (0) 

An operational agency is one whose main function 
is to deliver goods and/or services necessary to 
implement approved government policy and 
programs. Operational agencies operate or manage 
provincial institutions such as the Workers’ 
Compensation Board, the Ontario Heritage 
Foundation and Ontario Hydro. 


Regulatory Agencies (R) 

Regulatory agencies are decision-making bodies. 
Their prime function is the control of public or 
private-sector operations as authorized by their 
founding legislation or the exercise of a licence- 
review function or an appeal function with respect 
to both government and third-party decisions. 
Some examples include the Ontario Human 
Rights Commission, the Ontario Labour Relations 
Board and the Agricultural Licensing and 
Registration Review Board. 


SCHEDULES 


The schedule to which an agency 1s assigned 
depends on its degree of involvement with and 
reliance on the government, how it is funded and 
the overall nature of the agency’s mandate. 


Schedule | (1) 


‘The vast majority of Ontario’s agencies are 
assigned to Schedule I. These are the agencies 
that are the most closely involved with the 
government. ‘They include any advisory, 
operational and regulatory agencies that: 


e are funded directly by the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund (CRF) or by money collected as 
tees: 


e have their administrative support provided by 
the responsible ministry, unless the agency is of a 
sufficient size that allows it to provide its own 


support services in a more efficient and effective 
manner; and 


* appoint staff under the Public Service Act. 


A 


Schedule II (II) 


Agencies assigned to Schedule II are established 
to carry out an aspect of public policy which may 
have a commercial orientation. They include all 
operational agencies that provide goods and 
services to the public in competition with, or 
instead of, the private sector. 


Schedule II agencies are Ontario’s equivalent to 
Crown corporations. In many cases, these agencies 
are not only established by a specific Ontario 
statute, but are also incorporated under the 
Ontario or Canada Business Corporations Act or 
Corporations Act; legislation which itself accords 
them certain powers and duties. Schedule II 
agencies are a little further removed from close 
involvement with government in that they: 


® are or are intended to be completely self-funding 
from revenues generated by their own programs. 
However, they may receive loans or subsidies 
from the CRF in the start-up and initial phases 
of their operations or when they are directed by 
the responsible minister, in accordance with 
government policy, to carry out programs or 
activities that will incur deficits; 


e adhere to the general management principles of 
the government, except where full compliance 
with administrative policies and procedures 
would not be appropriate. Schedule II agencies 
are more commercially oriented and need more 
flexibility and initiative to operate; 


® manage their own administrative support; and 


¢ appoint staff under the authority of their own act 
and not under the Public Service Act. 


Schedule III (III) 


Non-profit, social and/or cultural agencies are 
classified as Schedule III agencies. These 
agencies require the close involvement and 
participation of non-government sectors — 
business, community and cultural groups, and 
public organizations. They often possess 
specialized expertise normally not found or 
required in government. 


Also included in this category are non-profit 
organizations that operate on their members’ 
behalf such as the Teacher’s Pension Plan Board 
and the Ontario Share and Deposit Insurance 
Corporation. 


Schedule III agencies are operational agencies 
that: 


e are either funded, wholly or in part, by the CRF, 
or by money raised through fees; 


e are subject to the financial planning and 
reporting systems as determined by their 
responsible ministry; 


e are self-funded, non-commercial organizations; 


e adhere to the general management principles of 
the government, but can show why compliance 
with all government administrative directives is 
not appropriate; 


¢ manage their own administrative support; 


¢ do not appoint staff under the Public Service 
Act. 


Non-Scheduled Agencies (N/A) 


There are agencies that cannot be assigned to any 
of the above schedules. These are organizations 
which are excluded from the financial and 
administrative requirements of the Management 
Board of Cabinet, but to which the government 
makes at least one appointment. Some examples 
include university and hospital boards. 


TYPES OF APPOINTMENTS 


While there are both full-time and part-time 
positions available, the majority of positions are 
part-time. Whether a position is full-time or part- 
time is not an indication of the importance of the 
appointment. In all cases, consideration will be 
given to the candidate’s skills, experience and 
willingness to serve. 


How an agency’s members are selected depends 
on who has the responsibility to make the 
appointment. Minister’s prerogative means that 
the responsible minister recommends the 
appointees. Premier’s prerogative means that the 
Premier is responsible for finding the appropriate 
candidate. (See Prerogative in the glossary.) 


In all cases, an appointee is selected by using the 
data base of potential candidates held by the 
Public Appointments Secretariat, by contacting 
the responsible ministry for recommendations, by 
seeking public input through outreach programs 
with such groups as the community, labour and 
management, and sometimes, by recruiting 
applicants through paid advertising. 


PRINCIPLES GOVERNING APPOINTMENTS 
NUMBER OF APPOINTEES 


‘The number, types and timing of appointments to 
an agency are as varied as the agencies 
themselves. To ensure the economical, efficient 
and effective use of public money, the least 
number of appointees that can satisfactorily 
perform the functions of the agency are appointed. 


The workload of agency members 1s also an 
important consideration in the number of 
appointees selected. Many agencies, particularly 
those requiring attendance at hearings and the 
writing of decisions, will appoint a large number of 
members to ensure an adequate pool and then 
select only a few for attendance at any given 
event. 


GEOGRAPHIC REPRESENTATION 


Geographic representation will also be an 
important consideration when filling a vacancy. 


PUBLIC REPRESENTATION 


All agencies require representation from a broad 
cross-section of the community, including seniors, 
disabled people, francophone Ontarians, visible 
minorities, aboriginal and native Canadians, labour

In fact, appointees to many of Ontario’s 
agencies do not receive any payment for their 
services beyond, in some cases, the 
reimbursement of out-of-pocket expenses. 


CIVIL SERVICE 


Civil servants will not receive any additional 
remuneration if appointed to the boards of an 
agency of the government of Ontario. Full-time 
agency members are classified under the same 
categories as their civil service counterparts. 
These classifications and their rates of 
remuneration are listed on the preceding page. 


HOW TO READ THE INFORMATION 
IN THIS GUIDE 


This guide has been arranged alphabetically with 
a separate chapter for each ministry. In each 
ministry’s chapter, the agencies are also presented 
in alphabetical order. At the end of the guide, 
there is an alphabetical index of agencies listing 
their prime function and schedule. An alphabetical 
subject index is also provided to allow the user to 
locate an agency by subject area. 


Information about the agencies is presented in the 
following manner: 


¢ Ministry name. The full name of the ministry 
appears on the first page of a ministry’s chapter. 
The address and telephone number of the 
ministry’s general inquiry centre are provided. 
When there are facsimile numbers and 
telecommunications device for the deaf (TDD) 
numbers, these are also listed. 


e Agency name. The full name of the agency is 
shown in colour. An agency may consist of 
several smaller divisions, for example regional 
boards, and these will be listed alphabetically in 
the agency’s section. 


Agency address. The address, telephone 
number and, where available, facsimile number, 
and telecommunications device for the deaf 
(TDD) number of the agency are provided. 
Where an agency meets on an ad hoc basis, the 
ministry inquiry number should be contacted for 
further information. 


Background. This section of the listing 
provides information on the agency’s 
constituting legislation, the period or length 
of time for which the agency was established, 
the type of agency (i.e., whether it is an 
advisory, operational or regulatory agency), and 
the specific schedule to which it belongs. 
Prerogative indicates the authority for the 
creation of an agency and whose responsibility it 
is to make appointments to it. (Refer to the 
section Classification of Agencies for a fuller 
description of terms.) 


Function. This section of the listing gives a 
brief description of the role and mandate of the 
agency. 


Membership. This section describes the 
number of members, chairs and vice chairs, how 
they are chosen, and who is responsible for their 
appointments. Some appointees are ex officio 
members, that is, they are members by virtue of 
the office they hold. Others may have to be 
chosen from a particular professional group or 
from among the public. Further information 
about membership qualifications is presented in 
the section on Special Requirements, below. 


Term. The length of time a member may serve 
on an agency is given in this section. If there is 
no legal limitation on the length of service, the 
commonly accepted term will be described. You 
will also find information about reappointments 
and limitations on the tenure of members. 


Meetings. The approximate number of times an 
agency meets and, when available, information 
on the location of the meetings are indicated. 
The amount of time required for preparation, 
travel and subcommittee work is described in 
this section. 


e Special requirements. Some agencies may 
require members to have special expertise or 
represent specific community or professional 
groups. Specific qualifications for membership 
are described in this section. 


e Table of members. The positions, 
incumbents, their tenure, remuneration and 
where they reside are shown in the tables. 


A GLOSSARY OF TERMS 


Throughout the listings in this guide, 
abbreviations, codes and various terms are used to 


describe the characteristics of the various agencies. 


This glossary will assist you in using this guide. 


O.C. 


This is the short form for Order-in-Council. 


Period 

Period specifies the length of time for which the 
agency has been established. Often, due to the 
ongoing nature of some agencies, no expiry date is 
given. When an agency Is set up for a clearly 
defined period, it is subject to a sunset review 
after the period has expired. For example, the 
period “JAN 14/71-MAR 31/92” means that this 
agency was established on January 14, 1971 and 


that a sunset review is expected to take place after 
March 31, 1992. 


Prerogative 

Prerogative defines the legal authority for the 
creation of the agency and the individual(s) who 
are permitted to make appointments. For 
example, “Prerogative: ML LG Minister” means 
that the agency was established under mandatory 
legislation with appointments made by the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council and at the 
prerogative of the minister. The following 
abbreviations are used to denote the prerogative 
throughout the text: 


¢ PL — permissive legislation. The legislation 
states that there may be an agency. 


LE 


e ML — mandatory legislation. The legislation 
states that there sha// be an agency. 


e LG - appointments are made by the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council (Order-in- 
Council). 


e MA - appointments are made by the minister 
(by ministerial letter). 


e Minister — appointments are the prerogative of 
the minister (by Order-in-Council). 


e Premier — appointments are the prerogative of 
the Premier. 


e Chm=P - the chair is appointed by the 
Premier. 


e Mbrs=M — Members are appointed by the 
responsible minister. 


R.S.O. 
This is the short form for Revised Statutes of 
Ontario. 


S.C. 


This is the short form for Statutes of Canada. 


S.O. 
This is the short form for Statutes of Ontario. 


Sunset review 

Sunset review is the term used to describe the 
date when an agency’s purpose and relevance will 
be assessed. An agency established with a short- 
term, clearly defined mandate must include a 
termination date in its constituting instrument, at 
which point, a sunset review should be 
undertaken. A sunset review can result in renewal, 
revisions to the agency’s mandate/structure, 
termination, or amalgamation with another 
organization. 


Any exemptions to this sunset-review process 
must have the approval of the Management Board 
of Cabinet. Regulatory agencies must be reviewed 
whenever amendments are being considered to 
their constituting instrument (usually the 
legislation). 
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Term 

‘Term is the length of time an individual is allowed 
to serve on an agency. “Members serve not more 
than three years and are eligible for 
reappointment” is one example of a term of 
membership. Some legislation specifically states 
the length of time an individual may be allowed to 
hold office. In addition, the following phrases are 
used in this guide to indicate various terms of 
membership: 


e At pleasure. Members appointed at or during 
pleasure are appointed by, for example, the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council for an 
unspecified period of time. 


¢ Continuous. This means that there is no 
expiry date specified for a member’s term of 
office. 


¢ Ex officio. Ex officio members are appointed 
by virtue of the offices they hold. For example, 
the constituting legislation of the Civil Rules 
Committee stipulates that one member must be 
the Chief Justice of Ontario. Mr. Justice C.L. 
Dubin, the present Chief Justice of Ontario, will 
be, therefore, a member of the Civil Rules 
Committee for as long as he holds this office. 


¢ No limitation in legislation. This means that 
no term of membership is set out in the 
constituting legislation. However, some agencies 
may have established a commonly accepted 
length of service. 


Type 

Type refers to the function (advisory (A), 
operational (O), regulatory (R)) and schedule (I, II, 
III) of an agency. For example, “Type: OI” means 
that the agency is an operational agency assigned 
to Schedule I. Agencies designated as N/A are 
those excluded from the financial and 
administrative requirements of the Management 
Board of Cabinet, but to which the government 
makes at least one appointment (e.g., university 
and hospital boards). (For a detailed description, 
see the sections Functions and Schedules, above.) 


HOW TO APPLY 


Application forms are available from local MPP 
constituency offices, public libraries, the 
Publications Ontario government bookstore and 
the Public Appointments Secretariat. A blank 
application form is provided at the end of the 
guide, for photocopying. There is also a sample 
letter and completed application form included at 
the end of this section. 


Individuals interested in serving on an Ontario 
government agency may apply by either 
completing an application for appointment or 
writing a letter, stating their interest and 
qualifications, to the

Fill out the application form, specifying the 
agency on which you would like to serve and 
describing briefly the skills and experience that 
qualify you for the position. If you need 
information on a specific agency, consult the 
agency listing or contact the agency directly at the 
telephone number provided in the guide. Where 
there is no agency address or telephone number, 
use the general inquiry number of the responsible 
ministry. 


When your application is received, it will be 
logged and entered on the appointments data base 
for future consideration. You will receive a letter 
confirming the receipt of your application from the 
Public Appointments Secretariat. As vacancies on 
agencies occur, the appointments data base will be 
used to prepare a list of potential appointees. 


When a potential appointee is selected, her or his 
name is forwarded to an all-party committee of the 
Legislature. This committee has the option of 
reviewing potential appointees to ensure that they 
are qualified. It may call an appointee to review 
her or his credentials. The committee then has 30 
days in which to complete its review and report 
back to the Legislature on whether or not it 
concurs with the appointment. 


USEFUL TIPS ON MAKING 
AN APPLICATION 


. Ensure that you are familiar with the role 
and mandate of the agency or agencies to 
which you are applying. Please refer to the 
Function section of the specific agency 
listing in the guide if you are unsure. 


. Be specific. Whenever possible, be sure to 
indicate on which agency you would like 
to serve. 


. It is important to describe the knowledge, 
expertise, skills and training that you have 
acquired through your work experience, 
education, volunteer efforts or other 
activities, which qualify you for 
appointment to the agency. 


. Membership on some agencies requires 
specialized skills and experience. Please 
refer to the sections Special Requirements 
and Membership in a particular agency 
listing for details. 


. Please keep in mind that appointments to 
agencies are made as vacancies occur. Your 
application will be included on the 
appointments data base for future 
consideration and as openings arise. 


. Send all completed application forms or 
letters to the Public Appointments 
Secretariat.

The committees’ mandate is to obtain information on changing educational requirements for those 
who will be engaged in farming, agribusiness and the agricultural industry in the future. They 
investigate the types of courses needed for future diploma programs (their structure, length and 
entrance requirements) and encourage suitable young people to increase their knowledge and 
education in agriculture. They also encourage farmers, prospective farmers, employees and the 
public to make more extensive use of the colleges’ facilities.

The commission administers and enforces the Human Rights Code, 1981, which provides for the 
right to equal treatment in employment, services, goods and facilities, contracts and accommodation 
without discrimination because of race, ancestry, place of origin, colour, ethnic origin, citizenship, 
creed, sex, sexual orientation, age, marital status, family status, handicap, record of offences 
(employment only), and receipt of public assistance (accommodation only). Harrassment, including 
sexual harassment is also prohibited. The commission implements programs of compliance and 
conciliation, mediation of racial tensions and conflicts, consultations with employers, unions, etc., 
and public education on the provisions and principles of the code as well as research into patterns 
of discrimination. 


The Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council appoints not fewer than seven members and designates one 
member of the commission as chair and another as vice-chair. 


Although not stated in the legislation, a member's term of office is usually three years. 


The commission meets approximately three days a month for a total of thirty-six days a year. It may 
meet more frequently as issues arise. Meetings are usually held on the second floor of the 
Macdonald Block, Queen’s Park, or at a nearby hotel. One day of preparation time is required for 
each commission meeting. Travel is required for out-of-town commissioners. 


Commissioners are generally chosen to reflect the diverse nature of Ontario’s geography, 
occupations and population composition. They usually have a previous interest or expertise 1n the 


field of human rights.

Governor-in-Council. The senate of the university appoints twelve members, seven from its faculty 
members and five, of whom two shall be graduate students, from among its student members. In 
addition, the full-time staff elect two members from among themselves and the board elects ten 
members from the community-at-large, of whom at least three shall be alumni. The community-at- 
large members shall be representative of the diversity of the community and shall not be faculty, 
staff, students or governing members of any Ontario university. or federated or affiliated college. 
From the community-at-large members, the board elects a chair and a vice-chair. 


Members serve for three years and are eligible for reappointment for a second term. Members are 
again eligible for appointment one year after the expiry date of the second term. 


The board meets four times a year.

On the recommendation of the senate of the university, the board may establish or terminate 
academic units, departments, chairs and programs of instruction in the university or elsewhere, 
enter into agreements to establish chairs, scholarships, fellowships, prizes, bursaries and other 
awards, and affiliate the university with any Ontario college that offers courses leading to a degree 
in any branch of learning. It may enter into any agreement that it considers necessary to achieve 
affiliation. The board also oversees the operation and maintenance of the university’s residences. 


In order to preserve the undenominational nature of the university, no more than two colleges of 
the same denomination shall be affiliated with the university at any one time, and no college 
affiliated with the university shall be affiliated with or have affiliated with it any other college, 
school or institution of higher learning without specific permission in writing from the board. 


The president of the university, the mayor of the City of London or an alternate, the warden of the 
County of Middlesex or an alternate, the chancellor of the university and the secretary of the board 
are all ex officio, non-voting members. The council of the City of London appoints two members, 
the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council appoints four members and the alumni association appoints or 
elects four members. In addition, two members are elected by the senate from among its faculty 
members and two members are elected by the faculty from among their members who are assistant 
professors or higher and who have held academic appointments at the university for at least four 
years. There are three student members of whom two are undergraduates elected by the 
undergraduate students and one is a graduate elected by the graduate students. There are also two 
members of the full-time administrative staff and four members elected by the board. The board 
appoints no more than three vice-presidents. Academic staff are not eligible for appointment by the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council. : 


Members serve for a term of four years, are eligible for reappointment and hold office until a 
successor is appointed. No member shall hold office for more than two consecutive terms, 
excluding service for the balance of an unexpired term. Members are again eligible for appointment 
one year after the expiry date of their second consecutive term. 


The board meets on the third Friday of every month.

The committee advises the Minister of Colleges and Universities on all matters concerning the 
awarding of grants from the fund. It reviews applications against established criteria and makes 
funding recommendations to the minister, who then decides which proposals will be funded. 


There is no limitation in the original Order-in-Council. The chair and the members are appointed 
by the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council. Members are drawn from the private sector, the provincial 
government and Ontario universities. A representative of the federal granting agencies attends 
committee meetings as an observer with non-voting status. 


There is no limitation in the original Order-in-Council.

The Regional Municipality of Waterloo, the Corporation of the City of Waterloo and the 
Corporation of the City of Kitchener each appoint one member. Two members are appointed by 
the Board of Governors of Waterloo Lutheran Seminary, six members are appointed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council and three members are elected by the senate of the university 
from among its faculty members. Two members are elected by and from among the faculty. ‘Two 
members are elected by and from among the students. Two members are elected by and from 
among the administrative staff and three alumni members who are neither faculty, administrative 
staff nor students are appointed by the alumni association. Eight members representative of the 
community-at-large are appointed by the board. 


Members serve for a term of three years, but may not serve for more than two consecutive terms. 
Members are again eligible for appointment one year after the expiry date of their second 
consecutive term. The limit of two consecutive terms does not include service for the balance of an 
unexpired term.

In accordance with the act, regulations and bylaws, the board regulates the practices of funeral 
directors and persons who operate funeral establishments and transfer services so that the public 
interest may be served and protected. The board establishes, maintains and develops standards of 
qualification and professional ethics, knowledge and skill for funeral directors and persons who 
operate funeral establishments and transfer services. It administers a compensation fund and 
oversees and inspects trust accounts that funeral establishments and transfer services are required 
by law to establish or maintain. The board mediates complaints between consumers and licensees. 
It establishes and develops standards for funeral establishments and performs other duties imposed 
on it by the act. 


The following members are appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council: a prescribed 
number of funeral directors of whom one (a) is not licensed to operate a funeral establishment, 

(b) is not a director of a corporation that is licensed to operate a funeral establishment, and (c) does 
not direct the operation of a funeral establishment; and a prescribed number of persons who are not 
funeral directors. The board appoints a chair and a vice-chair and other officers as necessary from 
among its members. 


A member’s term shall not exceed three years. A member may be reappointed for further 
successive terms, but shall not be appointed or reappointed for more than six successive years. 
When a vacancy due to death, resignation, removal or incapacity to act occurs, a new member may 
be appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council to serve for the remainder of the unexpired 
term. 


The board (full board and subcommittees) meets two to three times per month.

FUNCTION The Commercial Registration Appeal Tribunal (CRAT) hears appeals from decisions made by 
ministry officials and other authorities responsible for licensing and registration. Public hearings are 
held where decisions to refuse to issue or renew, suspend or revoke the commercial registration of 
individuals and corporations are reviewed. The tribunal’s mandate includes decisions on unfair 
business practices, the conduct of real estate brokers and salesmen, mortgage brokers, automobile 
dealers and salesmen, collection agencies, travel agents and wholesalers, and home builders. 


The Liquor Licence Appeal Tribunal, whose administration was merged with CRAT in 1979, 
became legally merged with CRAT in 1984. The tribunal provides an independent appeal process 
where the Liquor Licence Board’s decisions to issue, renew, revoke or suspend liquor licences, or 
special-occasion permits, or attach terms and conditions to licences or permits can be reviewed on 
request. 


MEMBERSHIP The Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council appoints no fewer than three members and designates one 
full-time member as chair and one or more vice-chairs. After consulting with organizations or other 
bodies representing industries registered or licensed under any act under whose authority the 
tribunal holds hearings, the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council appoints the members of an industry 


panel. 
TERM Although not mentioned in the legislation, the term is usually three years. 
MEETINGS Members are assigned to sit on panels. Those sitting on a general panel meet approximately twenty 


days a year. Those sitting on an industry panel meet approximately ten days a year.

in quorum, the board conducts case reviews and undertakes a wide scope of administrative 

functions and administrative decisions. The primary goal of the board is to assist offenders with 

their reintegration into the community, with minimum risk to society. 


The Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council appoints the number of full- and part-time members 
considered necessary and designates a chair. 


There is no limitation in legislation. Full-time members are usually appointed to a one- or two-year 
term with subsequent reappointments ranging from one to three years. Part-time members are 
usually appointed for a period of one year with reappointments ranging normally to a total of six 
years. 


Meetings are scheduled as required at various correctional facilities across the province. Substantial 
travel time is necessary to fulfill the legal mandate of the board. Part-time community members 
attend approximately six hearings a month. 


Members are selected on the basis of their level of education (a minimum university-level 
education is required for full-time positions), experience with social programs, the criminal justice 
system and service to the community. In addition, members are expected to have sound analytical 
and communication skills and a good perspective on, and sensitivity to, offenders and the justice 
system.

The Ontario Share and Deposit Insurance Corporation (OSDIC) was established to provide 
insurance against the loss of all or part of shares or deposits held by individuals in Ontario credit 
unions and caisses populaires; to collect statistics on credit unions, caisses populaires and leagues 
necessary for their and the ministry’s purposes; and to publish statistics as appropriate. 


With the announcement of the Program for Change in March 1987, OSDIC’s new mandate 
includes the monitoring and rehabilitation of credit unions and caisses populaires as well as the 
coordination of resources within and outside the system through supportive interaction among the 
Ministry of Financial Institutions, the leagues, credit unions and caisses populaires. This 
coordination and cooperation will help eradicate deficits in the credit union and caisse populaire 
system, prevent potential losses, enhance the standards of member institutions and the long-term 
stability and financial integrity of the system. 


The Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council appoints up to fifteen members who include one member 
nominated by each league and one nominated by the credit unions that are not members of a 
league. Annually or more often if required, the board of directors elects a chair and a vice-chair from 
among the members.

The minister appoints two members who are 
neither physicians nor practitioners and three members from the nominees recommended by the 
professional body (for chiropody, the Board of Regents of Chiropody; for chiropractic, the Board of 
Directors of Chiropractic; for dentistry, the Royal College of Dental Surgeons of Ontario; and for 
optometry, the College of Optometrists of Ontario). For the Medical Review Board, in addition to 
the two non-professional members, the minister appoints up to six members from among the 
nominees of the College of Physicians and Surgeons.

The local housing authorities act as agents for the Ontario Housing Corporation (OHC) and operate 
under a management agreement with the OHC. They are responsible for the day-to-day 
management of more than 100,000 rent-geared-to-income units in over 300 municipalities across 
the province. 


The Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council appoints members nominated by the federal, provincial and 
local (municipal, county, regional) governments in proportions established by the act. (In the tables 
below for each housing authority, “F” stands for federal, “P” stands for provincial, “C” stands for 
county and “M” stands for muncipal.) The number of members for a particular housing authority is 
determined by the size of the administrative area and the number of housing units in the area. The 
chair is appointed by the Ontario government and the vice-chair is elected by and from among the 
members. 


A term is two or three years. A member is eligible for reappointment for two additional terms of two 
years each or one additional term of three years, up to a maximum of six years service. 


The housing authorities meet monthly. Members may also be required to attend subcommittee 
meetings.

The Workplace Health and Safety Agency (WHSA) was established to develop criteria for 

certifying members of committees and to establish and administer the certification process, 
including developing and delivering education and training programs. It contributes to and 
purchases safety programs of other institutions. The agency provides financial assistance to 


promote research into and public awareness of occupational health and safety. It develops standards 
for and funds first-aid training and education. 


The agency has developed accreditation standards and may approve or revoke the accreditation of 
employers who operate health and safety programs. The WHSA advises the Workers’ 
Compensation Board on the operation of workplace programs and advises the board when 
employers fail to take sufficient precautions to protect workers. The agency also advises the 
minister on occupational health and safety matters. Where authorized, the WHSA oversees the 
operations of safety and accident-prevention associations and occupational health and safety 
training centres and medical clinics. It also funds these clinics, associations and centres so that they 
may provide programs and services. 


The Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council appoints a board of directors. There are two full-time vice- 
chairs, of whom one represents management and one labour. The chair is recommended by the 
minister and selected from a list of candidates provided jointly by the vice-chairs. There are twelve 
part-time members, of whom six represent management and six labour. Four additional part-time 
members are appointed who are health and safety professionals; two are selected in consultation 
with management representatives and two selected in consultation with labour representatives. 
The agency’s executive director is selected after consultation with the other members of the board. 
If the position of chair is vacant, the vice-chairs act jointly as chair until the vacancy is filled. The 
chair and the executive director are non-voting members of the board. In the table below, “L” 
stands for labour and “M” stands for management.

‘Two members are nominated by each political party represented in the Legislative Assembly by 
four or more members and which nominated candidates in at least fifty per cent of the electoral 
districts in the most recent general election. These members are appointed, on the recom- 
mendation of the leader of the party, by the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council. In addition, the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council appoints a bencher of the Law Society of Upper Canada and the 
chair of the commission. The Chief Election Officer also sits as a member. 


Members nominated by the political parties serve for a term not exceeding five years. The bencher 
of the Law Society of Upper Canada is appointed for a term not exceeding five years and holds 
office only while he or she remains a bencher. Finally, the chair is appointed for a term of five years. 
The chair and members are eligible for reappointment for one additional term. 


The full commission meets approximately eleven times a year and three members from each 
political party sit on subcommittees which meet approximately ten to twelve times a year.

The council advises the government of Ontario, through the minister responsible for Senior 
Citizens’ Affairs, on matters pertaining to the well-being of the aged and aging persons and 
promotes the development and creation of self-help opportunities for their satisfaction and 
advantage. It reviews policies and programs concerning employment, preparation for retirement, 
income support, health services, institutional care, community services, housing, education, 
transportation and related government services for senior citizens. The council also responds to 
requests for advice from the minister responsible for Senior Citizens’ Affairs. 


The Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council appoints a chair, two vice-chairs and thirteen other members.
